It is 
possible that a certain amount of revenuc 
inight have been got in by rough and ready 
methods, but there would have been much 
injustice to individunls—-in feed an attempt 
was mate to collect, upon a system oF 
averages, Crown Rent upon claims that had 
buen Jodged, the result being complain’s 
from several people that they had Seen 
compelled to pay two and three times the 
amounts claimable from them under the 
terms of Crown Rent as gazetted and noti- 
fixd.
